Am) going down on a ship In 
which you are ■ prisoner Is quite dlf 
fen nt from going down with one for 
which you have hen fighting Vou 
arrive at the same place, but Ihe feel 
log Is different. 

Some of us thought of overpowering 
the crew nnd Inking the V.-.-.-I Into our 
own hands, ami we got the re-t of 
tin- sane or nearly sane men together 
and tried to get up a scheme for doing 
It. I was strong for the pltin and so 
were several others, but the Limey of 
Accra who were with us mlvl-ed 
against It. They said the (lorinan- 
were Hiking us to a neutrul country, 
where Ma would be Interned, which 
wus Just whnt the Hermans had told 
us. but what few of us Inllevctl. 

Then some olhera wild flint If we 
sinned anything the Germans would 
fire the time bombs. We replied Hint 
at least the Germans would go west 
with us. but they could nut see that 
there was any glory In that. For my- 
self. I thought the OanaaM aroaJM m.t 
lire the bombs until the lust minute, 
and that we would huve a chance at 
the hunts hefore they got ull of us 
anyway. There were only thirteen 
0*1 lliaa sailor- on I .mini, besides their 
commander. This last Hun waa 
mimed liadewltz. 

So the pacifists ruled, because we 
could not do aajtfhthg unless we were 
nil together, anil there was no mutiny. 
TMey said we were hotheads, the rest 
of ua, but I still think we could have 
made a dash for It and overpowered 
our sentries, and either gone over the 
side with the Ufi-lu tits, or taken over 
the whole ahlp.

FARMING PROBLEMS IN 1919 
To the Farmers and tba Agricultural 
Forces of the United States: 

During Ihe period since wo on- 
tereil | ho vMir the farmers of the 
Nation have responded magnificent- 
ly to tho appeals for increased pro- 
duction, nnd all the people have 
complied wtlh the urgent requests 
for fuller conservation. During 
Ibis present fall MM our farmers 
have planted an increased wheat 
acreage and a large acreage in rye. 
It is too early now to make detailed 
Mf gi stions for the spring planting 
MM We do not know how the 
fall grains will come through the 
winter and we are not able to fore- 
. ,i-l the demand!, and the conditons 
which will prevail i-fler the first of 
I he year. 

This Department, the agricultural 
colleges and other organizations 
will continue to give definite thot 
to all the problems, and at the prop- 
er time will lay the situation be- 
fore you. 

Two things aoem to be clear: 

One is that for a considerable 
period the world will have need 
particularly of a larger supply than 
normal of live stock, and especially 
of fats. We should not fail, there- 
fore, to adopt every feasible means 
of econiHuieally increasing our live- 
stock products. As a part of our 
program we should give due thought 
t,, the securing of an adequate sup- 
ply of feed stuffs and to the eradi- 
cation and control of all forms of 
animal disease. 

The other i< the need of perfect- 
ing the organization of our agricul- 
tural agencies for the purpose of 
intelligently executing such a pro- 
gram as may seem wise. We should 
not only have the best possible or- 
ganization and co-operation of the 
Department of Agriculture, the agri- 
cultural colleges, the State depart- 
ments of agriculture and farmers' 
associations, but we should especial- 



ly strengthen Hie local farm bureaus 
Ml other •rfMlitatloni which sup- 
port so effectively the extension 
forces in 1 a.«»is( them in the'r ac- 
tivities. The perfecting of this or- 
ganization is highly desirable not 
i nly during the continuance of the 
present abnormal conditions but als„ 
for the future. The local as well 
as the stale I'lid Federal agencies 
nro nf supreme importance to the 
Nation in all its activities designed 
to make rural life more prolllable, 
healthful and attractive, and, there- 
fore, |o secure adequate economic 
production, efllcient di trihuti in and 
necesa&ry con - or\ at ion. 

I'he main purpose of this appeal 
is to direct attention to the neces- 
sity of continuing our state of pre- 
paredness and of strengthening the 
foundations of our agriculture.

Snap 
traps should be set so that they will 
spring at a slight touch. They may 
be Blared In rat runs, at rat hurrnws, 
behind boards leaned ajajaJM the wall, 
and In a great variety of other favor- 
able places. |>ry oatmeal (rolled oats) 
Is recommended as a halt for tsith rata 
and mice.
